tems were, at first, crude and labori- 
ous, 
but they at least kept the finances 


of the nation and the marts of trade 
from being chaotic. 


The imcntion of double entry book- 


keeping early in tbe fifteenth century 
by the merchants and bankers of Ven- 
ice gave to the commerce of Europe an 
Invaluable trade instrument, and one 
without which the great commercial 
enterprises of the later centuries could 
hardly have existed. 


And so it has been on down to the 


present time; there has been a parallel 
progress between the accomplishments 
of commerce and the science of ac- 
counting, and it is known to every man 
In business that the former could not 
continue without the latter. Even the 
most unbusinesslike people know this 
much, and we can hardly imagine any- 
one silly enough to attempt to carry 
on any kind of a business enterprise 
without keeping books.

The house of representatives at Har- 
risburg, Tuesday, June 24. wrote the 
«lostag chapter in the history of Wo- 
man Suffrage in Pennsylvania by rati- 
fying the Federal Amendment by a 
•vote of 153-44. PeiinsjHinia swung 
Into line as the seventh state to ratify 
tbe Nineteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United Stares granting 
auffrage to women. Before they can 
vote, however, it is necessary that 35 
«ther states take similar action. Al- 
ready six states besides Pennsylvania 
liave ratified the amendment. These 
states in the order of action are: Illi- 
nois, Michigan. Wisconsin, Xew York. 
Ohio and Kansas. Massachusetts rati- 
fied one day later than Pennsylvania. 
Baking a total of eight. 


The Pennsylvania Woman Suffrage 
Association has toiled for 50 years to 
•ecure the vote in the state, hav.-ng 
fc«en organized in 1869. It lias auxili- 
aries in all of the 67 counties of the 
state and has worked in every legis-1 
Jative session since 1911. 
However. I 
when 
the Federal Amendment was [ 
passed the militant pickets or that 
iranct' of the suffragist* who have! 
been criticised in Washington for their ' 
Ill-advised actions and who had no or- 
funization throughout the state ap- 
I>eared at Harrisburg and sought to 
ahare the glory which the event would 
naturally bestow upon those who had 
rendered such yeoman service in the 
years gone by. The constructive work 
done by die Pennsylvania Woman Suf- 
frage Association and irs friends was 
fcowever felt and recognized by the 
•embers of the Legislature and GOT- 
«nor Sproul.

dum bill passed bv the Legislature in 
May. Under the law this bill would 
have to be passed a;?ain by the Legis- 
lature of 1921. 
Such an action would 
bring die question of Woman Suffrage 
before the voters at tbe polls in No- 
vember, 1921. 


In the meantime the Federal Amend- 
ment having passed in Washington, 
the Pennsylvania Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation deemed it unwise to delay in 
working for state ratification and be- 
gan a more Intensive campaign with 
concentration 
at 
Harrisburg. The 
strength exhibited by the Pennsylvania 
Woman Suffrage Association at Har- 
ri«burc was a surprise to many of 
those identified with the legislative 
and political forces of the state. Men 
who had regarded large sums of mon- 
py secured from interested parties 
as absolutely necessary to all political 
success were surprised to learn that 
the suffragists had no slush fund or 
large amounts contributed by organi- 
zations, large corporations or others, 
and that during all of the years of ef- 
fort The movement had been financed 
by the individual contributions of ac- 
tive workers and friends of the asso- 
ciation. 


Tiie final passage of the ratification 
resolution by the House on June 24 
was marked by many picturesque in- 
cidents. More than half a thousand 
women filled the gallery or occupied 
seats on the floor of the House, and 
when the last vote was cast, Represen- 
tative Robert L» Wallace, of Lawrence 
County, requested unanimous consent 
o* the House to extend to Mrs. John 
O. Miller, of Pittsburgh, the privilege 
of the chair in recognition of the 
work of the Pennsylvania Woman Suf- 
frage Association. Mrs. Miller was es- 
corted to the rostrum amid applause 
and addressed tbe members of tha 
House and thanked them for tlieir sup- 
port of the ratification resolution. 


At tbe conclusion of Mrs. Miller's 
address, tho suffragists descended 
from tbe galleries and with tbe women 
from tbe fioor of the House marched 
to tbe executive chamber where they 
were received by Governor Sproul, and 
presented him witli a handsomely en- 
crossed memorial In recognition of the 
M-rvice he had rendered in securing 
the passage of the ratification reso- 
lution. The memorial was signed by 
Lucy Kennedy Millar, prcsiden*: Ger- 
irude Gouv«rrnenr Snia.li. vice presi- 
d<-nl: Cornelia Hryce PinchoJ, secre- 
3«ry, and K1izan<-«h II. B*"ach. treas- 
urer.

That flowers sleep is e-vident to the 


most casual observer. The beautiful 
daisy cpens at sunrise and closes at 
sunset, whence its name "day's eye." 
The morning glory opens its flower 
with the day. 
The "four o'clock" 


awakes at four o'clock in the morning, 
but closes its eyes in the middle of the 
day. and the dandelion is in full bloom 
only while there is strong light. The 
habit of some flowers is certainly curi- 
ous, and furnishes one of the many 
instances which prove the singular 
adaptability of everything in nature. 
The reason is found in the method by 
which this class of flowers is fertilized. 


Flowers which are fertilized by 


night flying insects derive no advan- 
tage from being open by day; and, on 
the other hand, those which are fer- 
tilized by bees would gain nothing by 
being open at night. Nay, it would be 
a disadvantage, because it would ren- 
der them liable to be robbed of their 
honey and pollen by insects which aro 
incapable of fertilizing them. It is 
possible, then, that the closing of flow- 
ers may have reference to the habit of 
insects, and it may be observed, also, 
in support of this, that wind-fertilized 
flowers never sleep. 


Blind Hoi 


The manner in which blind horses 


get about without coming to more 
harm than they do is remarkable. 
They rarely, If ever, hit their beads 
against a fence or stone wall, and 
will sheer off when they come near 
one. It appears from careful obser- 
vation that it is neither shade nor 
shelter which warns them of the dan- 
ger. On an absolutely sunless and 
windless day their behavior is tbe 
same. Their olfactory nerves doubt- 
less become very sensitive, for they 
will poke their heads downward in 
search of water fifty yards before they 
come to a stream crossing tbe road- 
way. 


It cannot be an abnormally devel- 


oped sense of hearing which leads 
them to oo this, for they will act alike 
though the water be a stagnant pool. 
Men who have been blind for any 
great length of time develop some- 
what similar instincts to blind horses.

At dif- 
ferent t'mf"! leaders In national and 
international leform have had visions 
of "ii' 'i n lercut1. but alwnv as a pos- 
sibility of the remote future. It has 
remained for the Cn-t«Hl States to 
promulgate it at n tini* when the 
world stnins pieparpd to listen. 


Sunlight Not Good Germicide. 


Snnlisht as a germicide proves to b« 


lees efficient and reliable—at least it 
temperate regions—than has been com 
monly supposed. In his experimenti 
in Algiers, M. de Laroquette has founc 
that only prolonged or direct expos 
ure to sunlight destroys bacteria, and 
that "its action Is chiefly confined tt 
dry surfaces where the bacteria art 
fully desiccated. Bacteria in liquids 
are affected only by very intense light 
and this only at slight depth. Whitt 
light is more effective than colored- 
blue being slightly more powerful that 
other colors. 
Bacteria are 
chiefly 


killed by luminous rays, and ultra-vio- 
let rays have failed to show the bac- 
tericidal action so generally credited 
them, the ultra-red also being ineffi- 
cient. 
At best, sunlight acts only at 


the surface, while laytrs of fat 01 
muscle prevent even the slight ordi- 
nary penetration. 


By Naval Precedent 


It is a curious anomaly of the senioi 


service, says the London Daily News, 
that an officer who attains, as Lord 
Jeilicoe and Sir David Beatty have Just 
attained, the rank of admiral of the 
fleet, is required by precedent to retire 
from active command. The rule may 
have been designed to eliminate old 
seadosrs "ho had become too ancient 
to bite, but it seems singularly foolish 
to permit it* application to men like 
Jeilicoe and Beatty. By the unprece- 
dented rapidity of his promotion. Sir 
David has finished his sea career at 
the age of forty-rfeht—in the prime of 
his life. The army is free from this 
senseless precedoni. for the rank of 
field marshal—which is the military 
equivalent to the rank of admiral of 
the fleet—was, of course, held during 
the war by both Lord French and Sir 
Douglas Ha ig.

Sedition Act to Curb Anarchy. 


AX ACT 


Defining sedition and prescribing 


the punishment therefor: 


_ Section i. Be it enacted by 
the 


Senate and House of Representative 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia in General Assembly met and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same That the word "sedi- 
tion" as used in this act shall mean : 


Any writing, publication, printing,
